Government, and the Indignation we feel at the unprovoked and unwar- 
rantable Aggreſſion of our Enemies, who ſeek to deptive us of thoſe 
Bleſſings, and threaten Your Majeſty's Kingdoms with Invaſion, will con- 
tinue to animate our Reſolutions, and redouble our Efforts in the national 
Defence. We truſt, that thoſe Efforts, ſeconded by the Zeal of a Faithful 
and Loyal People, will, under.the Providence of God, be fully ſufficient 
to repel every Attack, to fruſtrate the Hopes, and defeat the Deſigns of 
any Confederacy that may be formed againſt Your Majefty's Crown and

Ix ſuch a Criſis, the Approach of Danger can ſerve only to call forth 

_ that national Spirit, which always riſes with the Occaſion that demands it, 

but never diſplayed itſelf in a more important Conjuncture, though it has 

ſo often protected the Liberties of theſe Kingdoms, and of Europe in 

general, and has enabled the Britiſp Fleets and Armies to withſtand, and 

defeat the Deſigns of that reſtleſs and aſpiring Ambition, which has fo 
frequently diſturbed the Peace and invaded the Rights of Mankind. 


Wr are deeply ſenſible of Your Majeſty's paternal Goodneſs, which 
does not confine itſelf to One Part of Your Dominions, but is anxious 
for the Proſperity of the Whole, and, in the Midſt of Your Care and 
Solicitude for the Safety and Welfare of this Country, has led Your 
Attention to the State of Your Loyal and Faithful Kingdom of Ireland. 
Guided by the ſame Sentiments which prompted the humble Addreſs we 
preſented to Vour Majeſty the laſt Seſſion, we will continue our Attention 
to thoſe important Objects Vour Majeſty's Wiſdom recommends, and, 
after deliberately weighing the Whole, will conſider, what further Benefits 
may be extended to that Kingdom, by ſuch Regulations, and ſuch 
Methods, as may moſt effectually promote the common Strength, Wealth, 
and Intereſts af all Your Majeſty's Dominions. _ Eg;

Divine Providence, and in the Juſtice of Your Cauſe, is firmly reſolved 


to proſecute the War with Vigour, and to make every Exertion in order 
to compel our Enemies to liſten to equitable Terms of Peace and Accom- 
modation. Such ſpirited and vigorous Meaſures muſt be conducive to fo 
deſirable an End; and we humbly beg Leave to aſſure Your Majeſty, that 
they will meet with our moſt hearty Concurrence and firmeſt Support. 

—The Spirit and Reſolutiun 
with which you fland forth in the National Defence, and the Support 


you promiſe to the vigorous Meaſures I am determined to purſue, muſt tend to
